REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 


Claims 63, 67, 97, 106, 108-1 10, 1 12, and 1 13 remain pending. Claim 60 has been 
amended. Claim 1 1 1 has been cancelled. Reexamination and reconsideration of the pending 
claims are respectfully requested. 

Prior claims 60, 61, 109, 1 12, and 1 14 were rejected under 35 U.S. C. § 102b as allegedly 
being anticipated by French Patent No. 2724554 in the name of Voydeville Gilles (hereinafter 
"Voydeville"). Claims 62-66, 97, 106, 108, 1 10, 1 13, 1 17, and 1 18 were rejected under 35 
U.S.C. §103a as allegedly being unpatentable over Voydeville. 

To expedite allowance of this application (rather than for reasons of patentability under 
the Patent statutes or rules), applicants have amended independent claim 60 to recite the 
elements of prior dependent claim 111. As the examiner previously indicated that claim 1 1 1 
defines patentable subject matter, and solely objected to claim 1 1 1 as depending from a non- 
allowed base claim, applicants respectfully submit that claim 60 is now in condition for 
allowance. As all other pending claims now depend from allowable claim 60, applicants 
respectfully request that this application be allowed to issue.
